16 INCH GUNS ARE 
SOUGHTFOR NAVY 


Would Hive Two Hew Battle­ 


ships Armed With 6iants, 


WANT SHIPS OF 36,000 TONS 


High 8peed and Cruising Radius of 
10,000 Milos Are Proposed— Dread- 
naughta, 
Each 
Coating $18,000,000, 
Would Bo Groatost Warehipa In the 
World—Report of Navy Board. 


Main batteries of ten sixteen-inch 
guns each, the greatest practicable 
speed and a cruising radius of at least 
10.000 miles are the general character­ 
istics urged by the navy general board 
fbr the two new superdreaduaughts 
congress has been asked to authorize 
this year. 
It was learned that the board pro­ 
poses that the ships should cost $18,- 
000,000 each, displace 36,000 tons and 
have the highest speed attainable with­ 
out sacrificing armament, armor or fuel 
capacity. 
It would have them repre­ 
sent a 25 per cent increase of gun pow­ 
er and endurance over any American 
battleship afloat or authorized aud 
carry the biggest guns ever placed 
aboard a fighting ship by any power. 
Indications at the navy department, 
however, are the adherence to the 
82.000 ton ship of the California class 
finally will be decided upon by Sec­ 
retary Daniels, although the estimates 
already before congress are based on 
the larger era ft Opinions tl Iffer among 
Mr. Daniels’ advisers as to the advisa­ 
bility of increasing the size of battle­ 
ships, because of many limitations of 
yard facilities and channel depth. 
Other Guns Fourteen Inohes. 
Some officers believe also that the 
power of individual guns should not 
be Increased at the expense of the 
total number of big guns carried. The 
California and similar ships will carry 
twelve fourteen-inch guns each. 
It has been figured out by experts 
who favor the fourteen inch weapon 
for future ships that a twelve gun ship 
will average 75 per cent more hits than 
an eight gun vessel. The only advan­ 
tage of the bigger gun, they say, is at 
ranges to excess of 15,000 yards. 
Navy information as to the battle 
in the North sea, in which the German 
battle cruiser Bluecber was sunk, shows 
that only 1 per cent of hits was scored 
by either fleet That fight was fought 
at from 15,000 to 20,000 yards, and 
the German ships did much damage 
to the British battle cruisers, it is said, 
although they mounted only eleven 
inch guns against the 13.5 inch weap­ 
ons of the British. 
The general board reached Its con­ 
clusion on the necessity of bigger bat­ 
tleships after a study of events abroad. 
The reasons for raising the cruising 
radius from 8,000 miles, as in the Cali­ 
fornia class, to 10,000 have not been 
discussed, but probably had to do with 
the great distances of the Pacific ocean. 
The board did not recommend any 
specific speed to be reached, advising 
merely that the twenty-one knot gait 
of the present flrst'line ships should be 
increased as much as possible “with­ 
out reducing the armament, armor or 
fuel capacity.” 


OUR GUNS SET NEW MARK. 


Atlantio Fleet Makes Highest Target 
Average In Its History. 
Gunners of the Atlantic fleet made 
during 1915 the highest averages of 
the fleet’s history for target practice 
in the open sea. This became known 
when the annual report of Admiral 
Fletcher, commanding the fleet, was 
aent to the senate in response to a res­ 
olution introduced by Senator Lodge. 
The report was ordered printed as % 
confidential document at the request 
of Senator Lodge. 
In transmitting the report Secretary 
Daniels wrote a letter to the naval 
affairs committee explaining that cer­ 
tain conclusions reached by Admiral 
Fleteher of a purely military nature 
had been omitted, as it was believed 
their publication would be unwise. He 
outlined the progress made by $he de­ 
partment toward rectifying conditions 
in the fleet, which Admiral Fletcher 
thought undesirable. 
It was learned at the navy depart­ 
ment that the admiral’s report dwelt 
upon the shortage of officers and men 
on vessels of the fleet Secretary Dan­ 
iels’ letter, which also was made a 
confidential document, is understood to 
have stated that this condition had al­ 
ready been overcome so far as it could 
be met within the present authorized 
limit of strength of personnel.

In spite of the many disastrous 
changes Mex ico has undergone since 
the ov erthrow of the Diaz regime, mil­ 
itary ex perts of the United States who 
are study ing the problem insist that 
the pacification of the country could 
not be accomplished satisfactorily with 
fewer than 200,00 men. 
AJthongh warfare has impov erished 
the southern republic, it has brought 
to the people certain military adv an­ 
tages which can be obtained only 
through ex perience. The men who hav e 
been engaged in rev olutionary activ ity 
are v eterans in their peculiar kind of 
warfare. 
They know the country in 
which the fighting would be done. 
They hav e adapted themselv es to the 
rigors of the field. Their losses in re­ 
sources are probably more than offset 
by what they hav e gained in military 
ex perience. 
For this reason American army offi­ 
cers who hav e come in contact with 
them on the border are of the opinion 
that the Mex ican soldier of today Is 
much more formidable as a fighting 
unit than he was fiv e y ears ago or be­ 
fore the rev olution began. 
Lacking In Ammunition. 
In only one respect are they likely 
to be at a disadv antage. That is the 
lack of ammunition. 
The raising of 
the embargo for a time has enabled 
them to secure a fairly adequate sup­ 
ply of firearms. 
It was observ ed in 
the fighting along the border that the 
contending forces had much artillery , 
some of it French guns of a v ery mod­ 
ern ty pe. The Mex icans also display ­ 
ed some ingenuity in manufacturing 
weapons in the captured shops of the 
Southern Pacific railroad. 
There are also arsenals fairly well 
equipped which might be used to fur­ 
nish a small supply of ammunition. 
It is probable, howev er, that at the 
present time there is not enough am­ 
munition in the country and not enough 
could be obtained to carry on defen­ 
siv e operations of any magnitude hi 
the face of a well equipped inv ading 
army . 
But officers of the general staff of 
the army believ e that the lack of am­ 
munition iu Mex ico is not likely to 
play so decisiv e a part in a campaign 
in that country as it would, for ex am­ 
ple, in such warfare as is now being 
carried on in Europe, for the reason 
that warfare in Mex ico would not con 
sist of the clash of opposing armies, 
but guerrilla fighting carried on by 
scattered bands of soldiers to whom the 
mountains and desert country would 
afford innumerable hiding places. 
Taft Estimates High. 
It was estimated by officers of the 
general staff during the administration 
of President Taft that the pacification 
of Mex ico would require 500,000 men 
and $1,000,000 a day for two y ears. 
This was probably an ex treme esti 
mate. 
But army officers today who hav e 
giv en close study to the situation are 
not disposed to think the task could be 
accomplished with less than 200,00) 
men and possibly many more. It is e* 
timated that 200,000 at least would be 
required to control the entire c o u n tr y . 
How many more than that would be 
necessary would depend on the attl 
tude of the Mex icans, whether they 
would accept, the situation and confess 
defeat or prolong the fighting indefi­ 
nitely . 
In arriv ing at these figures the mili­ 
tary ex perts of course consider any 
contingency and assume that It would 
be necessary to sweep the country 
from the Rio Grande to the southern 
border. In preparing for interv ention, 
howev er, there are v arious elements 
to be considered and v arious plans of 
action to be decided upon. 
The most important question that 
would confront the United States if it 
decided to act would Ik? whether it 
could do so with the acquiescence of 
General Carranza or whether he as 
well as Pancbo Villa and the other 
scattered rev olutionary leaders are to 
be counted as opponeuts. 
The possi­ 
bility that 
Carranza could prev ent 
ev en his own supporters from taking 
up arms to repel the "gringoes” is 
considered doubtful 
Outrages to Start Trouble. 
Army officers who hare been on the 
border are of the opinion that the re­ 
cent outrages in Mex ico hav e been per­ 
petrated by Villa to force interv ention 
and rehabilitate himself as the mili­ 
tary * leader of the country in the out­ 
burst of patriotic ferv or that such ac­ 
tion would ev oke. 
Carranza has nev er been the type of 
fighting man that appeals to the Latin 
American temperament. Other gener­ 
als hav e fought his battles agaiust 
Villa, and It is not unreasonable to 
tuppose that old scores would be for­ 
gotten and that Villa the bandit would 
6e succeeded by Villa the general as 
the figure around whom the patriotism 
Jf Mex ico would rally to fight a fof- 
tign inv ader.

(By Mail).—Am 
bassadon Gerard has sent

military au thorities. 
Accompany ing 
each 
protest 
was 
from fiv e 
to 
twenty env elopes bearing the mark 
of the military censor showing that 
the letters were opened u nder “the 
rig hts of war.” 
These instances do not refer to 
the official pou ches of the American 
g ov ernment, bu t only to g eneral cor­ 
respondence to the embassy from the 
United States and other cou ntries. 
This has applied particu larly to the 
Ambassador’s personal mail 
from 
the United States. 
The notes were 
written on the theory that the mail 
of a neu tral cou ntry is not su bject 
to censorship ev en in war time. 
No official ex planation 
ev er has 
been made of the opening of the 
ambassador’s mail, bu t it is believ ed 
this mail; entering Germany with all 
other mail, is opened by the censor, 
who opens ev ery thing he g ets 
his 
hands on. 
The official mail 
of the United 
States trav els by cou rier. Once ev ery 
week a cou rier comes from London 
to Berlin with a pou ch forwarded 
from Washing ton. 
Once ev ery week 
he retu rns to London with a pou ch 
from Germany . 
These pou ches are 
secu rely sealed and so far no official 
pou ch has been opened by the Ger 
man au thorities and no reg u lar cou r­ 
ier 
has 
been 
interru pted. 
The 
cou riers declare that German, Eng ­ 
land and Du tch officials do 
ev ery 
thing possible to assist them in their 
monotonou s task of trav eling by the 
fastest rou te ev ery week from Lon­ 
don and Berlin. 
So far as the American Embassy 
in Berlin knows 
official docu ments 
hav e been tampered with bu t once 
and that was 
aboard 
an 
Eng lish 
liner enrou te from Liv erpool to the 
United States. In a pou ch from Ger­ 
many one of the military attaches 
was sending a secret report to 
the 
Nav y Department 
at 
Washing ton 
concerning 
Germany 's 
aeroplanes. 
This report was sealed in Berlin and 
reached London in the same shape, 
bu t when it arriv ed in Washing ton 
the seals had been broken and the 
report resealed with an imitation. 
Week in and week ou t, many per­ 
sonal letters from the United States 
to 
Americans 
in 
Germany 
filter 
throu g h hearing no ev idences 
that 
they were opened by German cen­ 
sors. 
Often, thou g h one will receiv e 
letters with stamps in two or three 
places showing they 
were 
handled 
by more than one censor. 
All mail leav ing Germany , 
how­ 
ev er, is su bject to the most carefu l 
ex amination. 
New ru les which re­ 
cently went into effect, prov ide that 
pictu re postcards, especially post­ 
cards of pu blic 
bu ilding s, 
cannot 
be sent 
ou tside 
Germany . 
Spies 
hav e been u sing this means of com­ 
mu nicating 
with 
their 
allies 
in 
neu tral cou ntries. Another new pro­ 
v ision is that env elops lined with 
thin tissu e paper cannot be u sed to 
send letters ou tside of Germany be­ 
cau se spies can 
too 
easily 
hide 
something between the env elope and 
the tissu e lining . 
Thu s one can see 
why mail censors hav e dev eloped a 
prodig iou s ability to pry into letters 
and postcards of all kinds, no m atter 
what the orig in or destination.

MILLIONAIRES 
MADE BY WAR 


Du Ponts and Schwab Oust Oil 


and Coai Kings of Finance . 


ONE INCOME OF $1 ,000,000 


Once the Boy Employ ee of Carnogio, 
Head of Bethlohem Steel Now Hat 
On# of the Largest Incomes In ths 
World—One Du Pont Plant Turns 
Out 500,000 Pounds of Powder a Day . 


Albert W. Atwood, a specialist on 
Wall street and business conditions, 
has written for the American Maga­ 
zine an article on ‘‘Americans Made 
Rich and Powerful by the War.” He 
sets forth that ‘‘a new dy nasty ” in 
finance, that of the munition makers, 
has su cceeded to the dy nasties of the 
period after the civ il war, the coal and 
oil and transportation kings and the 
group of money monarchs produced by 
the steel and tobacco industry reor­ 
ganizations. 
Charles M. Schwab and the Du Pont 
family of Delaware, the wTlter holds, 
emerge head and shoulders out of the 
“ hnrly burly of war made million­ 
aires.” He say s, “ Schwab on the one 
hand and the Du Ponts on the other 
hav e their hosts of lieutenants, sa­ 
traps on the grand scale, with incomes 
ranging up to $1,000,000 a y ear, the 
Schwab scale.” 
Mr. Atwood calls them a double prod­ 
uct of the “ bonus” sy stem of salaries 
and a sadden, unex pected dilation into 
company shares of huge but heretofore 
priv ately concentrated wealth. Of the 
Du Ponts he say s: 
Two Families of Du Ponta. 
“ The Do Ponts were to the purple 
bom, as were long generations of their 
ancestors before them. The Du Ponts 
are y oung, and there is a host of 
them. 
Two generations are in the 
business, the older barely middle aged, 
the y ounger hardly more than y outh- 
fuL 
In old, picturesqe, conserv ativ e 
Wilmington they hav e long controlled 
the banks, trust companies, utilities, 
two of the newspapers and a hotel big 
enough for London, to say nothing of 
surrounding country estates, game pre­ 
serv es and fancy breeding farms. 
“ For absolute ability to size up. ap­ 
preciate and cash in upon the Euro­ 
pean war the Du Ponts hav e no iieers. 
Alone among big munition makers, 
they hav e been ahead in their deliv er­ 
ies at a time when such speed might 
mean life or death to certain European 
empires. 
At least one of their six ty - 
eight plants Is turning out more than 
half a million pounds a day of high ex ­ 
plosiv es. 
“ Here, perhaps, is the only counter­ 
part of the Standard Oil and Carnegie 
steel as mother of uncounted fortunes. 
“ For a downright ‘gold mine’ Du 
Pont powder has no equaL 
In 19 02 
control of the business was acquired 
by T. Coleman du Pont, who had not 
prev iously had any connection with 
the company , and by Pierre and Al­ 
fred L du Pont 
Pierre and his rela­ 
tiv es paid Cousin Coleman $200 a 
share for his 8 0,000 shares. That was 
in March, 19 15. 
A few months later 
the stock sold at $7 00 a share. Then 
they formed a new company , gav e 
themselv es two new shares of stock 
for each old one and kept the old stock 
as welL At this writing the new stock, 
which itself was a div idend, is selling 
around $450 a share and has begun to 
pay regular div idends of 0 per cent a 
y ear and one ex tra of 28 ^ per cent” 
Cash Profit of 500 Per Cent 
A gov ernment dissolution order caus­ 
ed the reorganization of the business 
into three companies which hav e so 
prospered that the owner of 100 shares 
of the old stock, worth $18 ,500 at the 
time of the dissolution, has now a 
cash profit of $9 0,660, or 500 per cent 
The Du Ponts hav e allowed their em­ 
ploy ees from v ice presidents to day 
laborers to buy stock and hav e giv en 
it to them in bonuses. 
In recounting the return to financial 
p o wer through the building up of 
Bethlehem Steel by Charles M. Schwab, 
once to all intents and purposes ruled 
off the hard turf of Wall street by J . 
Pierpont Morgan, the elder, Mr. At­ 
wood say s, after ex plaining Schwab’s 
method: 
“ So today the Bethlehem Steel cor­ 
poration Is probably the greatest in

Coal Wages and Prices. 


Pennsylvania coal operators say 


that jf tjipy should grant the wage 
mciease of 20 per cent asked for !>y 
the miners, it would mean an in- 
crease of 36 cents in the cost of 
every ton of hard coal, and 
th,at 


this cost would all haye to be pass- 
ed on to the .consumers, to the tune 
of $23,000,000 more a year. 


It may be so. Experience, how- 


ever, has made the public a little 
distrustful of such estimates. 
In 


a foimer settlement, an increase of 
13 cents a ton for the miners be- 
came 50 cents a ton when it reach- 
ed the consumer. Later, when the 
state imposed a tax on anthracite, 
the operators added the tax to their 
selling price, collected it from the 
public, then had the law declared 
unconstitutional and kept the mon- 
ey.

All Activities Will be Based on Prac- 


tical Hygiene, According to 


Dr. Anna Brown 


(By TfnlUd P»u.) 


New York, Feb. 11.—Because the 


officials believe in "the ethical value 
of boy-and-girl 
comradeship 
in 


sports and athleites," the National 
Y. W. C. A. and the National Y. M. 
C. A. are considering a co-operative 
and competitive system of physical 
culture in -which boys and girla will 
have an equal share. This was an- 
nounced here by the National Y. W. 
C. A. today. The plan has not been 
definitely settled upon yet, but is be- 
ing considered by representatives of 
both organizations. 


"The girl who can 
paddle a 


canoe, win a tennis match, bowl, 
skate, play basket ball or do a 
hundred and one other 
physical 


stunts, works harder, plays fairer, 
and is more help to her family, her 
friends, her employer and her com- 
munity than her sister, who is not 
acquainted with any of the all-the- 
vear-around activities of recreation 
and sport life." 


Promotion of physical education 


and recreation among American girls 
is the undertaking of Dr. Anna L. 
Brown, Secretary for Hygiene and 
Physical Education of the National 
Board of the Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association, who made the fore- 
going statement to the United Press 
today. Dr. Brown believes standards 
of efficiency for women should 
be 


based upon an understanding of how 
to conserve and develop physical 
powers. 


"My wori:,-" continued"'Dr.-Brown, 


'/is to popularize education as the 
foundation of health and happiness 
in the lives 
of girls 
and women. 


There are thousands" and thousands 
of girls in my classes all over the 
country. 
The registration in 1914 


showed an increase of 18,000. 


"Health and Safety is the slogan 


that is fast making the swimming 
pool a rival of the gymnasium in the 
favor of young women everywhere. 
Then there are the summer camps 
which are bringing girls the out- 
door joys and privileges their more 
fortunate brothers have had 
for 


vears. The military tactics, hikes 
and co-operative spirit enjoyed there 
are as essential to recreation, health 
and character-building during the 
summer months as are the games and 
athletics of the winter season. 


"Wide-spread attention has been 


focused on the need of emphasizing 
jood posture 
as fundamental to 


health and a great aid in promoting 
cheerfulness of spirit, capacity for 
work and powers of endurance. 


"To conserve and develop physical 


powers the gymnasium and swimming 
pool is being used to correct defects 
and deformities under medical super- 
vision, to develop weak muscles and 
strengthen other organs; to develop 
and perfect 
co-ordination, to rein- 


force health and make casual ail- 
ments unpopular; to provide recrea- 
tion and create happiness in the use 
of the body in athletics and games of 
prowess and skilL 


"All activities, social or physical, 


should be baged upon 
practical 


hygiene, in dress, diet, care of the 
persons, exercise and rest. We hope 
to be able to outline tried and true 
types of physica^ training for wo- 
men, adapted to age, occupation and 
living conditions; 
and underlying 


these, to develop a well defined code 
on 
the 
ethical use of physical 


powers and the responsibility of all 
women to give equal thought to their 
physical, intellectual and spiritual 
efficiency. Only under such well bal- 
anced conditions can they give their 
best efforts to any activity.

In spite of the many disastrous 


changes Mexico has undergone since 
the overthrow of the Diaz regime, mil- 
itary experts of the TJnited States who 
are studying the problem insist that 
the pacification of the country could 
not be accomplished satisfactorily with 
fewer ihan 200,00 men. 


Although warfare has impoverished 


the southern republic. It has brought 
to the people, certain military advan- 
tages which can be obtained only 
through experience. The men who have 
been engaged in revolutionary activity 
are veterans in their peculiar kind of 
warfare. They know the country in 
which the fighting would be done. 
They have adapted themselves to the 
rigors of the field. Their losses in re- 
sources are probably more than offset 
by what they have gained in military 
experience. 


For this reason American army offi- 


cers who have come in contact with 
them on the border are of the opinion 
that the Mexican soldier of today is 
much more formidable as a fighting 
unit than he was five years ago or be- 
fore the revolution began. 


Lacking In Ammunition. 


In only one respect are they likely 


to be at a disadvantage. That is the 
lack of ammunition. The raising of 
the embargo for a time has enabled 
them to secure a fairly adequate sup- 
ply of firearms. It was observed in 
the fighting along the border that the 
contending forces had much artillery, 
some of it French guns of a very mod- 
ern type. The Mexicans also display- 
ed some-ingenuity in manufacturing 
weapons In .the captured shops of the 
Southern'Pacific railroad. 


There are also arsenals fairly well 


eqnipped:which might be used to fur- 
nish a small supply of ammunition. 


It is probable, however, that at the 


present time there is not enough am- 


+ + + munition in the country and not enough 


could be'obtained to carry ou defen- 
sive operations of any magnitude n 
the face of a well equipped invading 
army. 


But officers of the general staff of 


the army believe that the lack of am- 
munition in Mexico is not likely to 
play so decisive a part in a campaign 
in that country as it would,, for exam- 
ple, in such warfare as is now being 
carried on in Europe, for .the reason 
that warfare in Mexico would- not 'con- 
sist of the clash of opposing armies, 
but -guerrilla fighting carried on by 
scattered bands .of soldiers to whom the 
mountains and desert country would 
afford innumerable hiding places: 


Taft Estimates High. 


It was estimated by officers of the 


general staff during the administration 
of President Taft that the pacification 
of Mexico would require 500,000 men 
and $1,000;OQO a day for two years. 
This was probably an extreme esti- 
mate. 


But army officers today who have 


given close atudy to the situation are 
not disposed to think the task could be 
accomplished with less than 200,000 
men and possibly many more. It is es- 
timated, that 200,000 at least would be 
required to fiontrol the entire country. 
How many snore than that would be 
necessary would depend on the atti- 
tude of the Mexicans, whether they 
would accept the situation and confess 
defeat or prolong the fighting indefi- 
nitely. 


In arriving at these figures the mili- 


tary experts of course consider any 
contingency and assume that it would 
be necessary to sweep the country 
from the Bio Grande to the southern 
border. In'preparing for intervention, 
however,' there are various elements 
to be considered and various plans of 
action to be decided upon. 


The most important question that 


would confront the Dnited States if It 
decided'to act would be whether it 
could do so with the acquiescence of 
General Carranza or whether he as 
well as Tancho Villa and the other 
scattered revolutionary leaders are to 
be counted, as opponents. The.possi- 
bility that Carranza could prevent 
even his own supporters from taking 
up arms to repel the "gringoes" U 
considered doubtful 


Outragai to Start Trouble. 


Army officers who have been on the 


border are of the opinion that the re- 
cent outrages In Mexico have been per- 
petrated by Villa', to force intervention 
aiid 'rehabilitate himself -as the mili- 
tary leader'of the country In the oat' 
.burst of patriotic fervor that such ac- 
tion would evoke.

In a pouch from Ger- 
many one of the military attaches 
was sending a secret report to the

Germany's 
aeroplanes. 


This report was sealed in Berlin and 
reached -.London in the same shape, 
but when it arrived in Washington 
the seals had been broken and the 
report resealed with an imitation. 


Week in and week out, many per- 


sonal 'letters from the United States 
to Americans in Germany fllten 
through bearing no evidences that 
they were opened by German cen- 
sors. Often, though one will receive 
letters with stamps in two or three 
places showing they were handled 
by more than one censor. 


All mail'leaving Germany, how- 


ever, is subject to the most careful 
examination. 
New rules which re- 


cently went into effect, provide that 
picture postcards, especially post- 
cards of public 
buildings, 
cannot 


be sent 
outside 
Germany. 
Spies 


have been using this means of com- 
municating 
with their allies in 


neutral countries. Another new pro- 
vision is that envelops lined with 
thin tissue paper cannot be used to 
send 'letters outside of Germany be- 
cause spies can too 
easily 
hide 


something between the envelope and 
the tissue lining. Thus one can see 
why mail censors have developed a 
prodigious ability to pry into letters 
and postcards of all kinds, no matter 
what the origin or destination.
